The book had its origin in a series of papers 
contributed by Mr. Percy Newberry to the 
Gardeners’ Chronicle in 1889. Mr. New- 
berry suggested to Miss Amherst that she 
should edit these papers, which dealt with 
the history of gardening in England down 
to the reign of Elizabeth, and should carry 
on the history from that point.

history of English gardens, Miss Amherst 
has surveyed the whole subject from an 
historical point of view, beginning with 
monastic gardens and their methods, 
tracing the successive influence of Italian, 
Dutch, French, and other Continental styles 
on English practice, down to the dawn and 
development of so-called landscape-garden- 
ing and the more eclectic practice of the

The view itself is oblong, 125 x 23 inches, 
and is in the original colouring. Mr. Asher and Mr. Armstrong were baffled by this 
map ; conceiving that it must have been engraved before 1658 but not issued by 
Dankers till near the end of the century. The drawing of the View of New York is 
attributed to Augustin Heeremans who was living about the middle of the seventeenth 
century. It is a picture differing entirely from the little View of the Fort of New 
Amsterdam which was engraved in 1651.

This little collection of Voyages—the first book published by 
Richard Hakluyt--was expanded seven years later into a thick folio 
volume, and the result was to make it so rare that only two perfect 
copies are now in existence (both in the British Museum) ; and only 
four which are not perfect. Of these four, the Bodleian copy has only 
Lok’s map, the twoin America have neither map (they are supplied in 
facsimile), and the present has the original Thorne map which is the 
more interesting of the two, as having been designed by himself in 
Seville in 1527, and sent in that year to Henry VIII’s ambassador in 
Spain for transmission to the King.

In Botticelli’s drawings for Dante’s “ Divina Commedia” we have a work unique of 
its kind—at once a monumental example of the art of the Italian Renaissance, and the 
most important illustrative cycle bequeathed to us by any great artist. 

Fach canto of the poem was illustrated by one drawing; a series of ninety-two 
drawings has been preserved. They are entirely by the master’s own hand, executed in 
a combination of pen and silver point upon large sheets of parchment. 

Apart from their great historic interest, their artistic quality is of the highest order. 
Many of them, especially those dealing with the “ Purgatorio” and the ‘ Paradiso,” 
are of extraordinary force, vigour, and beauty as compositions.

tions prove that the book was in use within the diocese of York. On the fly-leaves at 


the beginning, the Masses of S. Felix, St. Edmund (translation), S. ‘(Thomas of 


Hereford, and S. Francis are added in a hand of about 1490, and some other masses 
preceding the Calendar are in the 1480 hand. 

Before 1547, the book belonged to “The Chyrche of Myddelton” (written on a 
fly-leaf) and to the Asshetons Lords of Myddleton in Lancashire. The death of 
Sir Richard Assheton in 1549, the marriage of Marye Assheton in 1547 are recorded 
in the Calendar.—The pedigree of the MS. may be traced in this way. It probably 
belonged in 1450 to Sir Ralph Ashton, who about that time married Margaret Barton 
of Middleton, and founded the line of Asshetons of Middleton, It next passed through 
the hands of his relative (son ?) Hugh, who was Archdeacon of York in 1516 (and 
connected with the York church long before that time), and must have been in the 
possession of Edmond Assheton, Rector of Middleton, when his father Sir Richard 
(grandson of Sir Ralph) died in 1549. Mary Assheton, who married John Southworth 
ot Samsburye in 1547, was perhaps a sister of Edmund.
